THE PREMIER SCORES 


MOTION TO FORFEIT BONDS TO 
PROVINCE IS CARRIED 


After a Very Lengthy Debate on Pre. 


mier Sifton’s Motion, it was Sus- 
tained by 25 Votes to |4—In the 
Course of His Address, the Premier 
States He Does Not Intend to 
Abandon North Country. 


Edmonton.— After a long and heated 
debate lasting some days, Mr. Sif- 
ton’s motion to give the second read- 
ing to forfeit to the province the 
the proceeds of the bonds carried by 
a vote of 25 to 14, which was above 
what the government expected. 

The vote was as follows: 

Yeas—Boudreau, Boyle, Buchanan, 
Campbell, Cushing, Glendinning, Hol- 
den, McArthur, McDougall, Me- 
Kenney, McKenzie, McLean, Mar- 
shall, Mitchell, Olin, Roberts, Shaw, 
Sifton, Simpson, Smith, Stauffer, 
Stewart, Telford, Warnock, Woolf—25. 

Nays — Bennett, Cornwall, Cote, 
Cross, Gunn, Hoadley, Lessard, Me- 
Pherson, Minchener, Moore,  Patter- 
son, Puffer, Rutherford and Walker— 
14. 

Roberts and Bennett were paired, 
but at the request of Bennett, Roberts 
was counted though not present. 
O’Brien was not present. 

On the vote of Michener’s amend- 
ment Puffer and Walker voted with 
the government. 

Of those voting against the govern 
ment in the first division three were 
Conservatives, one Independent, ten 
Liberal. In the second vote eight 
Liberals opposed the government. 

In the course of an _ address, 
lasting an hour, Premier Sifton 
answered the criticisms of the op- 
position to his bill for forfeiting the 
bonds of the Waterways Railway com- 
pany. He was applauded by the gov- 
ernment supporters as he scored point 
after point against the amendment 
that had just been introduced by the 
leader of the opposition. 

It was to the effect that the govern- 
ment should not use. the moneys real- 
ized by bonds except to build the rail- 
way, and that it shiuld not be for- 
feited except. by due process of law. 

The premier sidiwaled the sugges- 
tion of the opposition, which was that 
rather than avoid the possibility of 
the law, a very remote possibility, the 
government should rush headlong in- 
to a sure legal suit. 

There had been an entire misappre- 
hension of the nature of the bill in the 
minds of some of the speakers. The 
bill could not give the contract of con- 
struction of the road to another com- 
pany, for then they would have to as- 
sume the liability. The legislature 


had first to wipe»the whole company: 


out of existence. He had recently 
talked to a representative of the bond- 
holders, and he had expressed himself 
as perfectly satisfied with the course 
as outlined in the bill. The premier 
said he had lived in Alberta for many 
years, and no man had yet charged 
him justly with being partial to any 
one part of the province more than 
another. 

Premier Sifton stated that the 
amendment should have. been intro- 
duced six months ago, when the com- 
pany had not defaulted, but now such 
an amendment was absurd. The last 
clause in the amendment. provided 
that an effort be made for an amic- 
able settlement, concerning which Mr. 


Sifton said that Mr. Michener had ac-| 


cused him of doing wrong in not 
answering the letters from Clarke. 

“T wish to say,” he added, ‘that 
there was nothing in the letters as to 
negotiations with a strong construc- 
tion company.” 

Referring to these letters, the pre- 
mier stated that the third was a tele- 
gram, which was an insult to every 
member of the house, Clarke asking 
therein for an adjournment of the con- 
sideration of this matter for two 
weeks, until he could decide what he 
could do, Clarke knew the company 
had not paid the interest on the 
bonds, nor had they turned a sod; yet 
he wanted a postponement until he 
could make another proposition. 

“No government of which I am a 
member will enter into negotiations 
for the construction of a railway with 
a man who has acted as Clarke has 
acted in connectior€ with the royal 
commission.” 

He did not think anyone need be 
frightened by any threat as to what 
the benks would do. The bill was for 
the purpose of protecting the bond- 
holders, and dealt with nothing but 
the bond money. He did not intend 
to abandon the North country. The 
first sten to its development was the 
eliminrtion of the A, & G. W. rail- 
way.

His| 
body, covered with blankets and a 
tanned cowhide, was dragged to the 
Bow- river and thrown in, with the 
hope that it would float away from} 
the scene of the crime. Afterwards 
the blankets and cowhide were tied

After making his ¢onfession to Tr- 
spector Duffus, Robertson was again 
placed in the witness box, and the 
jury brought in,their verdict, which} 
wus to the effect that the remains 
they had viewed were those of Tucker | 
Peach, and that Peach came to his 
death by being shot in the head. 

Robertson is a young man about 25 
years of age, and says that he has 
been employed as a brakeman on the 
C. P. R. between Field and Medicine 
Hat, for the past two years. He is 
unmarried, and as far as can be learn- 
ed has no relatives living in Calgary.

IIL—Pure Food In the 
Home

T should be remembered that hy- 
giene, like charity, begins at 
home. It is proper to urge upon 
the government the enactment of 

pure food laws and a thorough en- 
forcement of the same, but the house- 
hold government should also be vigil- 
ant in the matter of selecting foods 
and keeping them pure in fe interval 
before they are eaten. It should also 
be borne in mind that pure food can 
be rendered poisonous by. bad. cook- 
ing and that the conditions under 
which food is eaten may: fehder the 
finest materials either innutritious or 
positively barmful. 

Food should be selected with due re- 
gard to the appetites and tastes of the 
family, so far as such er are nor-

mal and reasonable, People fall into 
strange habits with regard to food, and 
if such habits lead to an ill balanced 
diet they should be corrected. For ex- 
ample, milk, eggs and beefsteak all 
consumed at the same meal show a 
lack of the sense of proportion as well 
as of food values. A yariety of foods 
all of the same class indicates lack of 
resource and ingenuity on ‘the part of 
the housewife, or. steward.and.. may 
jead to much digestive trouble, not ta 
speak of graver ills, and rujned dispo- 
sitions, 

Food for each meal, therefore, should 
be selected with a due regard to its 
palatability, digestibility and nourish. 
ing properties Remember that a 
steady diet must contain’ proteids, 
carbohydrates (sugars, starches: and 
fats; also minerals. Milk contains all 
of these elements and taken in. suffi- 
cient quantity will support life, but it 
is not a very desirable fdod for the 
healthy adult who can eat a mixed 
diet. Meat, poultry, game, fish and 
the leguminous vegetables (peas, beans, 
lentils, etc.) are rich in ‘proteid. Po- 
tatoes, cereals and many vegetables 
contain carbohydrates. Fats are sur- 
plied by butter, fat of meat, lard. ete. 
The various minerals required are 
found in the food constituting a mixed 
diet, and in addition common salt 
(which is not a salt, by the way, but 
& compound of sodium and chlorine) 
is taken freely for seasoning purposes. 

Right here it may be stated that salt 
is usually taken in excess. One eanily 
falls into the habit of taking a little 
more salt until ordinary. and proper 
quantities fail to tickle the palate. In 
cases of chronic disease a salt free 
diet is often beneticial, and it is prob- 
able that most of us eat far more salt 
than is good for ys. . 

Ap effort should be made to combine 
all of the elements abuve. mentioned 
in the daily dietary, varying the bill 
of fare sv that each meal may pos- 
sess some attraction of ‘novelty and 
provide a normal stimulus to digestion. 
According to one authority the ratio 
of nitrogen to carbon sbould be as 1 
to 15. It will be observed that a 
large excess of vegetabies or carbo- 
hydrate food is required to maintain 
this balance. The genéral rule may 
be followed, therefore, ef meat about 
onee a day and certainly not oftener 
than twice, noitrogengus. vegetables, 
such as peas and beans, at meals 
where poultry, game or light. meat por- 
tion is served: salads and green vege- 
tables to accompuny heavy meut por- 
tion. 

Fresh Food thé Safest. 

Some families insuit their wonderful 
digestive mechanism with'a steady 
diet of delicatessen atrocities or inuu- 
tritious cunned foods when a tittle 
more energy aud ingenuity would en- 
able them to secure a meal of fresh, 
nutritious and appetizing food. The 
tendency to rup to the pantry for a 
ean of sardives or sainmion, instead of 
cooking a chop or fresh fish or pro 
viding nutritious cold meats or salads, 
fg responsibie for a certain amount of 
American dyspepsia, _ .

Greasy fried foods will continue to 
“upset” the digestion of countless 
Americans until natural selection bas 
eliminated the frying pan users. “Out 
of the frying pan into the fire” is a 
good axiom. The food prepared ip the 
frying pan would better go into the | 
fire than into our stomachs, where it is 
very likely to set up a fire in the shape 
of acute or chronic indigestion. If you 
must fry, make it a, “dry” fry. Not 
| only is it difficnit for ‘the gastric juice 
te penetrate and act upon food that ts 
thickly coated with grease, but an ex- 
cess of fat spread out over the lining 
of the stomach retards the secretion of 
gastric juice. 


| Protection of Food. 

The article of food most likely to be 
contaminated by disease germs is milk. 
The bureau of animal industry has 
formulated fifty rules for the guidance 
of milk dealers or dairymen, People 
who keep their own cows would do 
well to secure a set of these rules. 
Epitomized, they. prescribe cleanliness 
and ,care in the’ handling of milk as 
well as proper treatment, housing and 
feeding of cows. Scrupulous care 
should be exercised in keeping clean 
all utensils in which milk is used. Milk 
from a: doubtful source should be 
boiled or pasteurized before use. Milk 
preserved with formalin or other 

| chemicals should not be used. Iceboxes 
j should be regularly cleaned with hot 
soapsuds solution or strong solution 
of soda. Ice often contains germs and 
| spores which multiply as soon as they 
| get in a warm temperature. 

Food should never be exposed to 
contact with flies, insects, rats, mice, 
etc., as these pests often act as germ 
carriers. Nothing is so harrowing to 
the soul of a modern physician as a 
| kitchen filled with buzzing flies while 

food is left standing around, inviting 

these germ carriers to alight and 
promenade. 


Cats and dogs should not be allowed 
in the kitchen, and the less they are 
in the house the better. hey are 
excellent germ carriers. 


Food Adulterants. 

Many food adulterants have little 
influence on health, except in so far 
as they substitute inert or unappetiz- 

; ing material for that which is nour- 
ishing and of appetizing flavor. Other 
adulterants, however, are directly in- 
jurious because of their chemical ef- 
fect. 

Some of the more common aduliter- 
ants are as follows: 

Milk.—Water has probably been used 
ever since there was a milkman; harm- 
ful by decreasing nutritious value. 
Various preservatives, as salicylic acid, 
formalin, -boric acid, are also used aud 
are injurious. 

Butter.—Sometimes adulterated with 
other fats, which possibly render it 
less digestible. 

Lard.—Cottonseed oil is the most 
commonly used adulterant, © 

Canned Vegetables.—Salts of copper 
and zinc are often used to impart a 
brilliant green color. The normai color 
for canned peas, beans, etc., is a dull 
green. The brilliant hued varieties 
should be avoided, as they may con- 
tain sufficient copper to prove un- 
healthful. 

Jellies, Jams, Ete.—Aniline dyes are 
often used to give bright colors. Such 
preserves are open to suspicion in ex- 
act proportion to the brilliancy of the 
coloring. Preservatives are also used, 
as boric acid, salicylic acid and ben- 
zoate. 

Reer.—Salicylic acid. ~ 

Temperance Drinks.—Aniline dyes. 

Coffee.—Clay, spices, prune stones, 
cocoanut shells, 

Olive Oil.—Cottonseed off, 

Meat, Poultry and Fish.—Borax and 
other preservatives,

Digestibility of Foods. 
Undigesied fuod may be far more in- 
jurious than mauy of the adulterants 
or preservatives above mentioned. It 
is, wise, therefore, to give sume thought 
to the relative digestibility of various 
classes of food, especially if one’s oc- 


cupation is sedentary. 

Pork.—Whether fresh or in sausages 
or other form, pork is indigestible 
and therefore inferior in nutritive val- 
te, Furthermore, it is Hable to con- 
tain dangerous parasites, “trichina 
spiralis” or the eggs of the tapeworm. 
Pork should not be eaten except ip the 
form of bacon or ham. If compelled to 
eat it, cook jt thoroughly. 


The following is a list of foods in | 


the order of their digestibility. It 
should be remembered that this list 
holds good for the average individual. 
Some people have strange antipathies 
or idiosyncrasies against certain arti- 
cles of food, which they cannot for 
that reason digest: 

Roast mutton, sweetbreads, botled 
chicken, venison, soft boiled eggs, new 
toarted cheese, roast fowl, turkey, 
partridge and pheasam, lamb, wild 
duck, oysters, periwinkles, omelet, 
tripe. boiled sole, haddock, skate, 
trout, perch, roast beef, boiled beef, 
‘rump steak, roast veal, boiled veal, 
rabbit, salmon, mackerel,, 
plichard, sprat, hard boiled “and fried 
eggs, pigeon, hare, duck, goose, fried 
‘fish, roast and boiled pork, heart, 
liver. kidaey. lobster. salted fish «rah. 


The Hen Derby. 


Tt is said that the crowning triumph 
of Sir John Astley, that inventor of 
absurd contests, whose forte it was to 
arrange. races between animals which 
nature apparently had made most un- 
suitable for the purpose, was the in- 
stitution of the only races that ever 
took place between chickens. 

The story is that the idea came to 
Sir John during a visit to a friend 
who kept a large number of hens. He 
noticed how rapidly the chickens used 
to scuiry to t.eir motier when food 
was thrown to her. This furnishea 
the ingenious Sir John with a clever 
notion, and at mess, he thch being 
quartered at Windsor, he accordingly 
uufolded to his brother office:s his 
plans tor a great chicken race.

“Informal formal invitations” is 
what ope might call those which come 
in a line written on a visiting card, 
The recipient takes for granted that 
such a card means too many guests to 
write notes to all, which in itself indi- 
cates a certain formality, and yet the 
occasion is not sufficiently formal to 
require engraved invitations. 

Invitations to tea, cards or even to 
musicals may be sent out on visiting 
cards, and that there may be no mis- 
take as to the entertainment provid- 
ed it is designated on the card. The 
only exception to this is when One is 
merely bidden to afternoon. In that 
case only the day and hours are writ- 
ten on, the absence of any other infor- 
mation meaning simply that the host- 
ess will b eat home at he time speci- 
fied. Such cards are by all means the 
easiest and most satisfactory way of 
letting friends know one is at bome 
for the winter, and one has a social 
afternoon at small expense. Nothing 
more than sandwiches, cakes and tea 
need be served, the table being in the 
drawing room or dining room, as evita 
the hostess best. 

A card denoting such an afternoon 
would have written on it, above or be- 
low the hostess’ name: 


Monday afternoon, October fifteenth, 
From four to seven. 


Two lines are ‘required for the hours 
and date. 

If the hostess intends playing brigge 
or other card games she writes: 


Monday afternoon, October fifteenth, 
Bridge at three o'clock. 


Dinner Tables Smaller. 

Smaller dinner tables are required 
than formerly because vegetable dish- 
es are never placed thereon. When one 
lives with any degree of formality the 
roast also is handed by the maid, not 
being put, as used to be, before the 
head of the household. 

Even when there is little or no pre- 
tense. of service in the dining room, 
vegetables are not supposed to be al- 
ways in evidence, for the arrangement 
| of a side table where it can be ‘reached 
easily, without leaving the dinner ta- 
ble, acts as a service board, and the 
symmetry of the principal table is thus 
preserved. 

The aesthetic has entered so into the 
serving of food that housekeepers are 
expected to give it as great attention 
as they do orders to the butcher. A 
few flowers, a dish of fruit, or evon an 
empty dish, if it is pretty, must occupy 
the center, serving as a hub around 
which other decorative pieces, useful 
as well, are placed. Odd or fancy sil- 
ver forks and spoons are laid on the 
cover, although they are not required 
for actual service during the meal. 
Four tiny vases of flowers, one at each 
corner; four candlesticks, or even two, 
take room and are decorative, as they 
could not be were they side by side 
with large dishes of food.

under the name of the Trunancy 
and Compulsory School Attendance 
Act. 

Under thisact, not only the small 
child will not bé allowed to labor, 
wie must attend school between the 


ages of 8 and 13 for the fu ll school 
term of a year save where prevented 
by sickness or other unavoidable 
cause, or where the child receives 
efficient instruction elsewhere.
